

Restart, for 
the Bradford 
Soccer Club 

Pierre Bonhomme, principal of 
Chaggares & Bonhomme Chartered 
Accountants, faced some harsh 
questions as he presented the 
Annual Audit for the Bradford Soccer 
Club, at the Club's November 29 
Annual General Meeting. 

The year-end figures showed a 
deficit, as of September 30,2012, of 
$215,808 - about $76,000 from 2011, 
and the remainder owing in 2012. 
The club had net assets of $532. 

Among the creditors: the Town 
of Bradford West GwiUimbury, 
owed over $22,000 in user fees; the 
Huronia District Soccer Association 
($30,000); and the Bradford Sports 
Dome ($107,000). 

Forty-six voting members of the 
Club attended the AGM, held 
upstairs at the Bradford Community 
Centre, and they were not happy 
with the financials. 

“Why were you letting it get to this 
point?” demanded one irate Club 
member of the Auditor. 

"We started this audit November 
8,” Bonhomme replied. "You have 
issues with this Board, not with this

“Can you tell us where the $180,000 
went?” asked another, referring to 
the 2012 deficit. 

"They spent it all,” Bonhomme 
said, noting that the bulk of the 
deficit relates to unfilled hours at 
the Bradford Sports Dome. “They 
contracted with the Dome for more 
hours than they could ever fill... They 
have to pay the fees, they didn't get 
the revenues.”

Restoring Bradford Soccer

Pat Logel, former Vice President, 
said that there was no wrong¬ 
doing, no intention to “take the 
club downhill” - but the Executive 
Just “could never deliver what we 
promised.” 

Logel stepped down last year for 
health reasons, but came back to 
help guide the club through its 
transition, at the request of HDSA 
president Alwyn VandenBerg. He 
was asked why the former Executive 
didn’t see the warning flags. 

“We were typically falling into this 
trend of “Peter-Paul,” Logel said - 
using one year’s revenues to pay the 
previous year’s debts. 

He noted that on paper, the Club 
had plans to increase its revenues 
and get out of the hole, by offering 
strong development programs. “The 
plan always looked fairly good and 
reasonable,” Logel said. “We failed in 
delivering... It came down to timing, 
it came down to resources. We just 
could never execute the plan - it’s as 
simple as that." 

There just weren’t enough people 
to take the Bradford soccer program 
from a summer season, to 365 days 
a year - and to make sure that the 
contract with the Sports Dome was 
fulfilled, he said. 

VandenBerg, who chaired the AGM, 
suggested it was all too easy to be 
a Monday morning quarterback. 
“We’re all here to help now, and get 
this club going again.” 

And the news wasn’t all bad. 

A representative of the Sports 
Dome announced that the facility 
was “forgiving” $52,000 of the debt 
owed, reducing the overall deficit. 
The announcement was met with 
applause. 

And members were assured that 
steps have been taken to deal with 
the crisis. Although Bonhomme 
noted, "At this time, it isn’t clear 
when the association will have 
revenues exceeding expenses," 


he pointed out that the Steering 
Committee, established to 
restructure both the Executive and 
the constitution, the Sports Dome, 
Town of BWG, and HDSA “are taking 
steps to mitigate that.” 

Those steps have included the 
immediate resignation of the existing 
board, new talks with both the Town 
and the Dome, and a restructuring 
of the Club - which has moved its 
offices to the Town-owned St. Mary’s 
School, at 31 Frederick St. 

The Club will have a 9-member 
Executive board, with municipal 
representation. Councillor Raj 
Sandhu will be a non-voting member 
of the Board. 

There will be monthly statements, 
a published budget, and a debt 
repayment schedule, over time. 

Mayor Doug White attended the 
AGM, and told the members, "We’re 
all on the same page here. We want a 
strong and viable club. We want the 
club to regain trust... Everybody has 
to have confidence that this club is 
coming back strong." 

He thanked the Steering Committee 
for stepping up to guide the club 
through its transition. “Quite often 
people sit on the sidelines, and offer 
criticism and complaints, but few 
step up... Moving forward, this club 
is going to be really special. Let’s 
embrace the future. Let's make it 
happen.” 

“The Town has an interest in this - 
not because we’re one of the biggest 
creditors, but because it involves 
residents,” said Councillor Sandhu. 

“It can be done. It can be done with 
commitment, with determination, 
and with openness.” 

Members elected a new Executive. 
Acclaimed were: President - Ted

Secretary - Tracy Mix; Treasurer 
- Jeanette Andrade; Director 
of Officiating - George Duraes;

the planned revitalization of the downtown. He was 
assured that the Amendment would likely be dealt with 
as early as mid-January. 

It may take longer to determine if the County will 
participate in the Downtown CIP, co-ordinating upper 
and lower tier government incentives, but Mayor Doug 
White suggested there could be strong support for the 
concept. “At the political level, everybody up there (at the 
County) is talking about Economic Development,” Mayor 
White said, pointing out that Bradford isn't the only 
municipality with a downtown in need of revitalization. 

“I am confident that if we give it a political push, the 
County will do something... I’m very confident we’ll get 
support at that political level.” 

Asked if there was any enthusiasm for the program 
among Downtown Merchants, Economic Development 
Officer Michael Disano said that the merchants "are 
eagerly awaiting the program," which has created a “real 
buzz” among realtors. 

“There is a lot of buzz and a lot of new investment,” 
agreed Councillor Peter Dykie. “A lot of these landlords 
are very excited. There are 6 to 8 projects in plans to move 
forward. Once this is implemented and on the table, I 
think Council is going to be very pleased.” 

Councillor Dykie owns Bradford Jewellery & Gems 
in the downtown core - but has already renovated his 
storefront, using private loans, and placed the property 
in trust for his sons. “I just want to encourage businesses, 
my neighbours, to take advantage of this.” 

“This is a “no lose” proposition,” Mayor White said. 

"For every dollar we put in, $3 to $7 will be put in by the 
private sector... If the program isn’t used, we don’t spend 
anything. It’s "no lose? 

A new position in Economic Development, to manage 
the incentive programs, should be filled by February. 


Collision leads to drug bust 

On November 29, at about 11:45 a.m., South Simcoe 
Police were called to a single vehicle collision on 5 
Sideroad in Innisfil, where a vehicle ended up in the 
ditch. The vehicle turned out to be stolen, and police 
arrested the male driver. During the investigation, officers 
also discovered some articles “consistent” with the 
production of a controlled substance. With the assistance 
of the K-9 and Drug Units, officers were able to locate and 
identify a number of materials described as "precursors 
for the production of a controlled substance.” A 32 year 
old Niagara-on-the-Lake man was charged with Theft 
Over $5,000, Possession of Stolen Property over $5,000, 
Careless Driving, Possession of a Controlled Substance, 
Possession for die Purpose of Trafficking, and Production 
of a Controlled substance. He was released on a promise 
to appear for court in January, with several conditions.

the GTA. Now, Keffer said, 'They’ve 
decided to take the next step, and 
open an on-farm store... so their 
products will be available year- 

Denis Harrison explained that his 
4th-generation farm works with local 
abattoirs, to ensure a quality product, 
especially for the variety of sausages 
available. “You find that the flavour 
of the meat comes through - not 
just salt and smoke,” Harrison said, 
adding that the farm store lets 
shoppers "know where their food is 
raised and fed.”

The feasibility of a Simcoe County Food Hub 


The Value Chain Networking Event, 
organized by Nottawasaga Futures, 
drew over 50 farmers and local 
representatives to The Club at Bond 
Head, to hear guest speakers talk 
about the importance of marketing 
and promotion, and value-added 
production. 

They were also there to learn more 
about the feasibility study, now 


a Food Hub for Simcoe County. 

George Schrijver, of WCM 
Consulting Inc., has been retained by 
the County of Simcoe, Agricultural 
Adaptation Council, and local farm 
organizations to undertake the study, 
looking at the opportunities and the 
challenges that would face anew 
food terminal in the County. 

Right now, said Schrijver, there’s no 
direct connection between Simcoe 
County food producers and Simcoe 
County consumers; everything is 
shipped to, from, and through the 
Ontario Food Terminal in Toronto. 

A Simcoe County Hub would not 


only provide consumers with more 
opportunities to “shop local” but 
when combined with full inter¬ 
terminal transfer of produce, result in 
greater efficiencies, reduced traffic, 
and, bottom line, reduced costs 
for producers. “It’s win, win, win, 
win,” Schrijver said, noting that the 
primary goal is “increased prosperity 
for the agricultural community." 

It is a dream, he told the meeting, 
and “while good things come from 
dreams," so do nightmares. Part 
of his job will be to identify the 
potential nightmares, and come up 
with solutions. 

He asked for stakeholder input, and 
commitment, to “avoid the “Mirabel" 
(airport) effect; We built it, and they 
didn’t come.” Schrijver said, “It’s got 
to be done once. If it doesn’t work, 
forget it for a generation.” 

The new Food Hub would be 
geared toward small to medium¬ 
sized local buyers, including the 
MUSH (Municipal, University, 
Schools, Hospitals) Sector, and 


restaurateurs - and not only requires 
producer commitment, but also 
strict enforcement of standards. “A 
brand can take years to create, and it 
can be destroyed in an instant... The 
standards must be maintained for 
the good of all.” 

To gather input, short surveys are 
being sent out online this fall, to 
stakeholders - to be followed up 
with an all-day meeting in March, in 
Innisfll, when the proposal will be 
presented, and a decision made. 

Schrijver identified a couple of key 
challenges, that could threaten the 
success of a Simcoe County Food 
Hub - both relating to the consumer. 
“In the 1930s, main meal preparation 
took 2 and a half hours.” Now, "it’s 8 
minutes. That represents a challenge. 
Fresh product is not normally made 
into a meal in 8 minutes, unless it’s 
eaten cold,” he said. 

As for local access to local food, 

“We think it's important - but if the 
consumer’s not interested, you might 
as well forget it."
